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THE  OLD  WORLD  -  THE  NEW  WORLD 

The  ones  who  were  born  in  the  British  Isles  and  came 
to  the  New  World  may  not  be  descendants  of  the  an¬ 
cient  Britons  whose  history  began  ca .  55  B  CL  when  Cae¬ 
sar  invaded.  51  B  C.  Caesar  conquered  the  Gauls  and 
made  the  Roman  province.  It  was  ca .  43  A  D  .  ,  when  the 
Romans  went  to  the  Isles  and  remained  for  years  and 
taught  Christianity,  which  was  the  first  toward  civ¬ 
ilization.  117  A  D,  Hadrian  built  the  wall  across 
from  Tyne  to  Solway  Firth*  The  Romans  left  after  426 
AD.  Then  the  Saxons  entered  451  A  D.(  taking  over 
after  813  AD,  *North  Sea  to  Irish  Sea,  70  miles. 

The  pagan  Saxons  disliked  these  ancient  Britons,  who 
had  become  Christians  and  were  Romanized,  took  their 
land,  and  without  their  consent,  they  were  made  to  go 
to  the  edge  of  Isle.  It  is  likely  that  the  early  ones 
in  Wales  are  from  these  early  Britons  and  could  be 
from  Cornwall  and  perhaps  some  from  Scotland. 
(Descendants  of  James  Welch,  King  Philip  War  1675-76.

In  690  A.D.  the  England  name  was  first  used.  The 
seven  different  kingdoms  of  Heptarchy  united  under  name 
of  England,  the  land  of  Angles,  by  King  Egbert  of  Wes¬ 
sex,  802 -27  A.Do ,  the  first  ruler  defeats  the  Britons; 
827  A.D,  to  1017  Anglo-Saxons.  (787  A.D,  was  the  first 
recorded  invasions  of  the  Danes,  the  Sea  Kings  and  Vi¬ 
kings,  also,  867,  891,  985  A.D.-).  Danish  Kings  1017  to 
1042  A ,  D . ;  Saxons  again  to  1066  AD;  Normans  to  1154 
A.D, ,  William  I,  William  the  Conquereor;  Plantagenets 
to  1399,  House  ol  Lancaster  to  1461  AD,;  House  of  York 
to  1451  A.D. ;  Tudor  Kings  to  1603  A.D.;  Stuart  Kings  to 
1649;  The  Commonwealth,  Oliver  Cromwell  to  1658  A.D,; 
his  son  Richard  Cromwell  Sept.  1658  to  May  1659  AD.; 
Stuart  Kings  back  to  1714  AD,;  House  of  Hanover  from 
George  I  to  1727  A.D.;  George  II  to  1760;  George  III 
to  1820  A.D,  These  rulers  and  dates  show  the  type  of 
peoples,  emigrants,  who  came  at  different  times  to 
the  NEW  WORLD  .  (From  English  History).  (The  Standard 
Dictionary  of  Facts,  H  W.Ruoff,  Ed.

When  the  emigrants  were  leaving  England  or  the  Isles, 
many  of  the  entries  stated  t o Virginia  ”,  which  meant 
the  NEW  WORLD,  any  port. 
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“  Headr lght  *'  was  the  passage  into  a  section  proved  by 
the  one  who  brought  the  person  and  for  each  one  he  got 
50  ac,  of  land .  If  the  passage  is  paid  for  the  person 
he  or  she  became  an  indentured  servant  to  be  for  ca. 
seven  years  -  at  end,  free,  likely  given  land, 

Ou  it  c laim  was  for  the  land  owners ,  instead  of  pay¬ 
ing  with  tobacco  to  the  different  shipping  points  reg¬ 
ularly,  they  chose  to  pay  Is,  for  each  50  ac .

There  were  many  NELSON  immigrants  who  came  into  the 
Colony  without  leaving  definite  family  data  in  the 
Isle  or  in  the  Colony.  There  were  ca .  seven  JOHN  NEL¬ 
SONS  who  came  into  the  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia,  the 
Tidewater  Section,  in  Carolinas  and  six  JOHN  NELSONS 
in  Maryland,  some  checking  show  related  in  England 
from  a  common  ancestor  -  and  same  by  the  Arms ,  Some  of 
the  same  immigrant  NELSONS  went  into  the  Colony  around 
Boston , Mass . ,  then  later  farther  south,  along  the  At¬ 
lantic  coast  -  still  in  Virginia  -  the  area  along  the 
coast  and  extended  miles  to  the  West.  (Va.,  W.Va., 
part  of  Penna.,  Ky , ,  Ohio,  Ind,,  Mich,,  Ill.,  Wise,, 
part  of  Minn.)  (Gleanings  of  Va,  Hist,  by  W.F.Boogher 
1903 . p. 1 ,  ) 

The  London  Company,  1607,  or  the  Virginia  Colony, 
they  called  the  land  north,  North  Virginia,  and  the 
Plymouth  Colony,  Massachusetts,  1620,  (...New  Amster¬ 
dam.., on  Island  of  Manhattan  in  Virgini a ,  From  books 
of  that  time.  Old  Virginia  and  her  Neighbors  by  John 
Fiske,  1907,  p,  254.) 

The  person  was  a  trespasser  to  settle  south  of  paral¬ 
lel  45,  as  this  would  be  dedicated  possessions.  Sir 
Thomas  Dale,  High  Marshall  of  Va ,  sent  Capt.  Argali  to 
Acadia,  1613  (the  French  in  Maine,  too)  who  closed  the 

French  Colony  -  who  had  been  there  sometime  -  the  Span¬ 
ish  and  French  were  the  enemies.  To  leave  Virginia 
soil  meant  all  of  North  America  to  the  head  men.  On 
the  return  he  found  the  Hollanders  on  the  Hudson  river 

-  their  flag  was  taken  down  -  but  was  raised  again

were  driven  from  Va,  Colony  and  went  to  Md.  and  to  New 
England,  (pp.  171 -3 ) (Virginia-History  of  the  People, 
John  E.  Cooke,  1883 .  H.O. Houghton &Co ,  The  Riverside 
Press  Cambridge,  118,  17th  St.  1893  Houghton,  Mifflin, 
and  Co.,  Eoston)(Am.

1620  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  were  interested  from  the 
settlement  of  Jamestown,  Va . ,  May  13,  1607.  They  got 
consent  from  the  Virginia  Co.,  of  London.

At  first, 
the  land  was  called  Hundreds  or  Plantations  until  1 634 , 
then  the  21  were  formed  into  the  eight  shires  as  of 
England:  as  Berkeley  Hundred,  Martin  Hundred  1618, 
Bermuda  Hundred,  Snnth?s  Hundred  1617.  (History  of  Co-

Many  important  records  of  papers  and  books  which  con¬ 
tained  information  on  the  early  immigrants  have  disap¬ 
peared  or  were  destroyed  by  fires  or  fallen  into  the 
possession  of  disinterested  persons  or  destroyed  during 
the  war  between  the  States. 

(The  two  Nelsons:  Scotch,  Celtic;  English,  earlier 
Scandinavian.  The  Irish  Nelsons,  Ulster,  there  from 
Eng,  by  the  London  Co.,  and  others,  on  Plantations. 

The  Scotch  migrated  into  Eng.,  settled  where  the 
earliest  Nelsons  were.

There  were  several  sources  given  by  Authorities  how 
the  name  NELSON  was  derived  and  its  origin  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Isles.  The  names  were  taken  from  a  connection  by 
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usage  in  England  as  surnames  were  not  used  during  the 
early  centuries;  from  baptismal  name  Nigel,  Norman; 
Scotch  from  Neil  or  son  of  Eleanor,  Nell  a  nickname 
Neilson.  One  Neil,  earl  of  Carnck,  d.  1256,  wife  Mar¬ 
garet  Stuart .  His  son- John  used  the  name  Neilson, 
got  land  by  royal  charter  cat  1314,  became  a  barony 
the  16th  C. ,  they  had  this  for  two  C.  The  Danish, 
Neilson,  Neilsen,  Nelsen,  Nelson.  Nelson,  Nelzon  for 
Swedish;  Dutch,  Nelson  and  Neilsen.  Norwegian,  Danish 
as  Nilssen,  Neilsson,  Neilssen,  Nilsson. 

The  ancient  records  in  the  British  Isles  have  many 
forms  of  the  name;  Nelson  generally  used. 

While  surnames  were  introduced  from  Normandy  there  are 
records  of  Saxon  surnames  before  the  Norman  conquest, 
1066. 

It  was  before  the  Norman  Conquest  by  William  the  Con¬ 
queror,  1066,  that  the  Angles  from  Schleswig,  Denmark , 
were  in  the  British  Isles  and  settled  in  the  section  we 
know  as  Yorkshire .  This  section  was  first  named  Evereux 
by  the  Romans;  after  the  Norman  Conquest  it  was  Ebor : 
and  the  final  name  was  Yorkshire .  “The  peoples  of  this 
part  of  the  country  were  all  of  Scandmav lan  descent , 
and  spoke  the  same  language  with  the  Normans  them- 
selves."  The  Saxon  never  settled  here  as  a  different 
race.  “  The  city  of  York  having  been  long  before  that 
time  especially  a  Danish  City,  and  the  chief  city  in 
all  England."  p.  48. 

The  early  history  of  the  first  rulers  tells  about 
the  ruler  0dm  and  as  first  King  of  Scandinavia,  ca .  , 
B.C.  70.  “Thorfin  the  Dane,  whose  ancestors  ...  from 
Denmark  ...  ancient  Ebor  or  Yorkshire ,  prior  to  the 
Norman  Conquest.”  (There  was  an  ancient  village 
called  juxta  Ravensworth,  original ly  ”  Wessyngton"  - 
the  name  Washington  was  derived  from  the  village  ca. 

A.D.  1030-35).  Thorfin  was  Earl  of  Orkney  Isles. 

(Three  Hundred  Colonial  Ancestors  and  War  Service  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  M,  (Leach)  Rixford  (OH.).  1943  and  p. 

48  above).  (Families  Directly  Descended  from  All  The

Prince  John  the  Gaunt;  Leofric,  King  of  Leicester 
whose  wife  was  Lady  Godiva  who  rode  the  streets  of 
11th  century  Coventry  -  without  clothes ,  to  beg  mercy 
for  her  heavily  taxed  citizens;  the  heroine  of  Tennyson* s 
poem,  Algar,  King  of  East  Saxon  in  1053  and  many  barons 
and  earls  of  noble  birth.  (Excerptsf;  NELSONS  by  K,W, 
Clendemn,  The  Parkersburg  News ,  Parkersburg  W.  Va .

The  families  living  within  a  radius  of  25  mi.  in  the 
Isles  were  related;  different  from  the  early  days  in 
the  New  World  as  the  other  families  were  living  where 

many  relations  were  and  all  were  moving  to  new  settle¬ 
ments  . 

The  Coat  of  Arms  (picture)  was  the  Yorkshire  and 
Plymouth,  England  Nelson  families.  (Ancestors  of  Lord 
Horatio  Nelson  (1758-1809)  and  others).  The  descrip¬ 
tion  is;  Per  Pale  argent  and  sable,  a  chevron  between 
three  Fleur  de  lis  counterchanged .  This  means  the 
shield  is  divided  with  a  chevron  alternating  halves 
colored  black  and  silver.  Crest:  a  Fleur  de  lis  per 
pale  argent  and  sable.  Motto;  Palman  qui  meruit  ferat.

The 
chevron  was  used  to  identify  the  man  enclosed  m  the 
armor.  The  Fleur  de  lis  denoted  association  with 
France  through  lineage  or  service  to  the  country. 

The  Arms  is  given  to  ones  of’  military  service  who  de¬ 
fended  cities  or  who  have  supported  their  sovereigns. 

The  Coat  of  Arms  used  by  different  relation  may  vary

You  spoke  of  the  Coat  of  Arms.  It  is  the  same  as  the 
one  used  by  the  famous  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr.  ancestry  of 
Virginia.  I  presume  you  will  aiso>be  surprised  to 
learn  that  there  is  a  connection  between  our  branch  of 
the  Nelson  Clan  of  Scotland  and  that  of  the  family.  I 
have  a  letter  to  bear  proof  of  this  aside  from  the  fact 
that  both  families  had  their  origin  in  Denmark  and  en¬ 
tered  the  British  Isles  during  the  Norman  Conquest  of 
Great  Britian  in  1066  A  D  Admiral  Lord  Nelson  is  also 
another  of  the  original  family  and  such  is  genealogy 
when  one  researches  into  the  remote  past.

The  Colonies  in  America,  the  early  years,  used  the 
old  Calendar,  same  as  the  English.  The  double  dating 
was  used  up  to  1752,  When  Eng.  adopted  the  Gregorian 
Calendar  in  1753,  it  became  the  calendar.  With  the  old 
Calendar  the  legal  year  began  March  25,  Lady  Day,  in¬ 
stead  of  Jan.  1.  (1H393 ) (4V341 ) .  The  new  one,  reformed 
of  Pope  Gregory  XIII,  made  1752.  The  Julius  Ceaser  made 
45  years  before  Christ.  The  Julian  Calendar  or  Old 
Style  as  1631/2.  Two  years  generally  named  for  Jan., 
Feb.,  March,  as  5  January  1718/19,  to  March  25,  but  not 
always.  (Later,  when  the  New  Year  was  used,  in  checking 
old  data,  the  date  of  the  year  First  given  was  used,  as 
the  1718,  sometimes  the  other  year  was  taken,  as  re¬ 
cords  were  found  one  year,  another  place  the  other 
year  date  used).  As  old  marriage  records  error  occurred 
on  account  of  the  Calendar  system.  The  dates  often 
given  in  Parish  Books  were  put  down  as  the  day  the 
Minister  places  it  in  the  Book.  Distances  often  kept 
the  records  different  for  the  Marriages  and  Births. 

In  research  work  this  can  be  found  which  sometimes 
makes  the  record  confusing  on  dates.  The  first  four 
Presidents  of  the  United  States  had  birthdays  on  dif¬ 
ferent  days  as  children  and  another  date  in  maturity. 

In  WILLS  terms  used  as  "Cousin"  will  frequently  be 
found  to  mean  nephew  or  niece.  “.Father -in-law”  or 
"Mother-in-law"  often  means  stepfather  or  stepmother, 
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sometimes  they  are  referred  to  as  ''Father"  or  ‘'mother". 
Son-in-law  often  means  natural  son  -  one  out  of  wedlock 
The  signature  of  a  mark  does  not  always  mean  illitercy. 
The  same  names  are  often  spelled  different  ways-some- 
times  spelled  as  it  sounds  to  the  Clerk,  families  drop 
letters ,  etc . - 

The  Kings  of  Eng.  claimed  the  land  where  the  new  sec¬ 
tions  were  being  made  irlto  settlements.  The  ones  who 
were  given  large  tracts  of  land  were  called  Proprietors 
it  was  not  lived  upon  by  them  but  was  to  be  passed  on 
into  other  tracts  for  homesteads  -  patents.  These 
grants  were  from  the  King  Charles,  First;  King  Charles, 
Second  and  King  James,  in  Northern  Virginia. 

In  1671  Charles  II  had  granted  to  Earl  of  St.  Albans, 
Lord  Berkeley  and  later  Lord  Culpeper  a  patent  for  the 
Northern  Neck ,  a  region  between  the  Rappanhannock  and 
the  Potomac  rivers,  which  Lord  Culpeper  afterwards  pur¬ 
chased  and  the  right  was  confirmed  to  him  by  letters  - 
patent  from  James  II  in  1 685  -  (Also  in  Mass.  Historical 
Soc.  Coll.  Vol  V,  in  account  of  the  Present  State  and 
Government  of  Va ;  -  the  early  history). 

The  old  Court  House  records  show  that  Lord  Fairfax 
owned  a  vast  amount  of  land.  At  the  death  of  Lord  Cul¬ 
peper  his  heir,  a  dau .  had  married  Lord  Fairfax,  thus 
he  became  the  proprietor  or  land  owner  of  the  large 
area,  known  as  the  ‘‘Northern  Neck  of  Virginia." 
(History  of  Madison  Co.,  Va.  C„L.  Yowell). 

Culpeper  Co.,  became  a  Co.,  from  Orange  in  1748, 
which  was  Culpeper,  Madison  and  Rappahannock,  Culpeper 
Co,,  was  in  the  '' Northern  Neck"  of  Va ,  The  County  seat 
was  Fairfax,  27  ac .  originally  owned  by  Robert  Cole¬ 
man,  became  a  town,  14th  day  of  April  1759.  William 
Green,  Philip  Slaughter,  Nathaniel  Pendleton  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Willmams  laid  off  the  Fairfax  and  lot  24  was  for 
the  C  H  It  was  years  later  that  it  became  Culpeper, 
Jan.  8,*  1870,  for  Lord  Culpeper. 

An  interesting  fact  is  that  the  first  surveyor  of 
the  County  was  George  Washington,  seventeen  years  of 
age  -  for  three  years.  In  the  Clupeper  C.H.  is  the  re¬ 
cord  of  July  20,  1749.  ''George  Washington,  gentleman, 
produced  a  commission  from  the  president  of  William  & 
Mary  College,  appointed  him  Surveyor  of  this  County, 
which  was  received,  and  there-upon  took  the  usual  oath 
of  his  Majesty's  person  and  government;  and  took  and 
subscribed  the  adjuration  oath  and  test,  and  took  oath 
of  Surveyor  according  to  law."  (St.  Mark's  Parish  by 
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Rev.  Philip  Slaughter),  (Historical  Coll,  of  Va,  by 
Henry  Howe.  1849),  (Hist,  of  Madison  Co,,  Va.  by  C,L 
Yoweli),  Culpeper  20X18  mi.  in  1840  had  4933  whites, 
6069  slaves , 

The  original  signed  protest  against  the  Stamp  Act, 
Oct.  21,  1765,  is  in  Culpeper  C  H-,  ,  Deed  Book  E,  pp. 
138-140:  "  the' Honorable' Francis  Fauquier,  Esquire  .... 
Commander  of  the  Colony  ...  and  Dominion  of  Virginia.-" 
Many  served  under  Gen,  Washington  at  Valley  Forge.  The 
Culpeper  Minute  Men  were  formed  under  an  oak  at  <4;Catai- 
pa  Farm”,  then,  Maj .  Philip  Claytons,  now,  John  W. 
Yowells,  in  1776:  service.  The  Culpeper  Minute  Men 
were  reorganized  under  the  same  oak  tree.  The  Northern 
and  Southern  Armies  were  in  and  around  Culpeper,  offi¬ 
cers  as  Gen.  Lee,  Grant,  Jackson,  Hill,  Stuart,  Pope, 
Meade  and  others  were  there.  Some  officers  were  quar 
tered  in  homes  -  some  homes  were  used  as  hospitals.  (It 
is  told  that  the  Union  Flag  was  hung  over  doors,  one 
dau.  refused  to  go  under  the  flag  -  so  jumped  out  the 
window  and  went  to  stay  with  her  sister).  The  Cavalry 
battle,  Brandy  Station,  June  1863,  Gen.  Lee  viewed  and 
saw  his  son  “  Rooney”  wounded.  He  was  taken  to  the  Hill 
home.  Oct.  11  was  a  battle  in  the  streets  of  Culpeper, 
over  1000  on  each  side  were  killed.  About  2000  soldiers 
are  bur.  in  Culpeper  Fairview  and  National  Cemeteries, 
The  National  Cemetery  now  (1959)  has  14000  graves,  912 
unknown.  (See  Bicentennial  Edition:  Culpeper  Star-Ex ~ 
ponent,  1959).  The  home  George  Washington  lived  in 
while  he  was  surveying  Fairfax  is  standing,  over  .200 
years  ago, 

Stafford  County  extended  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains, 
24  mi.  width,  S.  and  W.  of  the  Potomac  river.  The  Co., 
formed  in  1664  from  Westmoreland.  Richmond  and  Essex 
were  formed  in  1692  when  Old  Rappahannock  became  ex¬ 
tinct.  King  George  in  1721  from  Richmond.  Prince  Wil¬ 
liam  in  1731  from  Stafford  and  King  George,  Fauquier 
Co.,  was  formed  in  1759  from  Prince  William.  In  check¬ 
ing  counties  that  have  been  divided  several  times  or 
dropped,  one  can  see  how  very  difficult  it  is  to  trace 
the  early  families,  as  well  as  keep  in  mind  that  there 
are  many  missing  records. 

John^Washington  and  George^MaSon  lived  in  Stafford 
Co,  The  George^Mason  was  the  one  who  was  responsible 
for  the  fifth  amendment  in  the  BILL  of  RIGHTS,  "No 
person  shall  be  compelled  ...  to  be  a  witness  against 
himself. "He  is  bur.  there  and  as  has  been  said  that 
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he  must  turn  restlessly  in  the  grave  as  a  founding 
father.  This  has  become  a  shield  in  investigations;  and 
he  drafted  the  Virginia  Constitution.  His  'Guns ton  Hall 
home,  built  ca.  1750,  near  Mt Vernon,  is  now  open  to 
the  public,  since  April  1952  .  (Geo.  ^-Mason  (1651  Va .  d. 
1686),  Geo.^M..,  Geo.^M.  m.  1721  Anne  Thomson  (Stevens), 
Col.  Geo.^Mason  (1725-1792).  Dumfries  was  the  trading 
place,  from  here  used  by  George  Washington  to  get  to 
Annapolis,  Md.'by  water.  This  was  on  the  s.  side  of 
the  Rappahannock  river,  near  the  Potomac  river. 

The  Aquia  Church,  Stafford  Co.,  Va .  OVERWHARTON 
PARISH  was  formed  before  1680,  the  first  church  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1751;  rebuilt  in  1757.  The  Comm-, 
union  silver  given  by  Eng.  to  the  Parish  in  1739,  was  * 
buried  during  two  wars  -  1776,  1812.  It  has  been  gone 
and  has  been  in  the  families  of  person  or  persons  who 
took  it  from  the  church  enuring  the  war  between  the 
States.  The  Communion  silver  was  returned  Sept.  1953 
to  the  Church,  In  1741  Rev,  John  Moncure  and  w.  Ann 
Brown  were  there. 

Overwharton  Parish  was  formerly  known  as  Potomac  Par¬ 
ish,  Hamilton  Parish  from  Overwharton  Parish  in  1730. 
Nov.  1,  1732  Hamilton  Parish,  n,  of  Occoquan  creek,  be¬ 
came  Truro  Parish  and  the  part  of  Hanover  Parish,  King 
George  Co.,  which  was  in  Prince • Wil 1 iam  Co.,  was  then 
added  to  Hamilton  Parish;  1742  Truro  Parish  was  placed 
in  Fauquier  Co.  It  was  later  that  the  Hamilton  Parish 
became  part  of  Fauquier,  and  was  in  Prince  William  Co. 
County  was  named  for  William  Augustus,  Duke  of  Cumber¬ 
land,  a  son  of  King  George  II.  (Also  Cumberland  Co.). 

(A  Hornbook  of  Virginia  History  by  J  R  V  Daniel,  1949). 

Dett ingen  formed  from  Hamilton,  Elk  Run  and  Turkey 
Run  churches.  Elk  Run  church  situated  about  6%  mi,  be¬ 
low  the  “  Parsonage  **  on  the  Fa lmouth^Wmches ter  road, 
and  was  about  15  mi.  below  Fauquier  C  H0  on  the  road  to 
Fredericksburg,  close  to  Bristersburg  upon  a  small 
stream  from  which  it  took  its  name.  Leeds  Parish, 
Fauquier  Co.,  1770,  taken  from  Prince  William  Co.,  1769 
(Fauquier  Co,,  Hist.  Bulle.,  p.  268).  Members  of  first 
vestry  of  Leeds:  John  O'Bannon,  Samuel  Grigsby,  Thomas 
Marshall,  John  Moffett.  (Fauquier  During  Proprietorship 
by  Groome ,  p.  149). 

Some  of  the  German  emigrants  who  left  for  reasons  of 
persecution,  wars  and  religion,  were  interested  from 
reports  heard  about  the  New  World,  a  storm  took  their 
vessel  south  of  the  Pennsylvania  border  to  the  Va. 
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shore.  It  seems  some  had  their  passage  paid  by  Gov, 
Spotswood,  then  they  were  with  him  in  the  iron  mines 
1717  to  1725.  The  others  there  were  brought  in  by  Gov. 
Spotswood  in  1714.  It  was  not  satisfactory  to  the 
first  group  and  they  removed  to  their  own  settlement. 
They  did  live  on  Rapidan  river  at  Germanna  Ford,  then 
the  n.e.  corner  of  now  Orange  Co.  The  Germans  made 
wines  for  the  Gov.  Spotswoods.  (Old  Va.  by  John  Fiske, 
Vol.  7.  p.  448).  (The  Gov.  would  not  sell  land  to  them. 

(11V231-32 -33) -  - 

The  Pendleton  name  with  Stark  data  reminded  the  com¬ 
piler  about  “The  Knights  of  the  Golden  Horseshoe.”  Ed¬ 
ward  Pendleton  was  one ,  the  souvenir  had  been  handed 
down,  one  of  the  Stark  family  said  that  it  should  be 
with  them.  The  Horseshoe  had  an  inscription  which 
meant:  Thus  it  is  a  pleasure  to  cross  the  mountains. 
Gov.  Spotswood  was  a  promoter,  he  wanted  to  encourage 
the  opening  of  the  country,  he  thought  from  what  he  had 
learned  that  to  cross  the  Blue  Ridge  and  by  three  days 
he  would  be  at  Lake  Erie.  In  1716  he  took  the  crowd  of 
gentlemen,  settlers,  with  Indians  and  the  servants  with 
food ,  different  wines,  and  camping  articles  on  horses. 
They  left  about  80  mi.  s.w.  of  Harper's  Ferry.  This 
same  section,  years  later,  is  mentioned:  “The  exploits 
of  Stonewall  Jackson  in  1862  have  clothed  the  region 
with  undying  fame.”  (Old  Va.  and  her  Neighbors  by  John 
Fiske.  1897.  Vol.  II,  pp.  385-6).  A  toast  was  given  at 
top  of  the  highest  Mt .  and  named  Mt .  George  for  the 
King.  They  must  have  been  a  very  jolly  crowd  in  that 
unknown  wilderness.  There  was  not  anything  developed 
from  the  trip  until  years  later  when  Joist  Hite  had  40, 
000  ac .  for  the  new  settlers,  1732.  (Read  Scribner  s 
Popular  History  of  the  U  S  Bryant,  Guy,  Brooks.  Vol. 
III.  Scribner's  Armstrong  &  Co.  1876,  Chas .  Scribner  s 
&  Sons  -  1898,  pp.  73,  74,  for  a  very  colorful  descrip 
tionof  The  Golden  Horseshoe  Trip) .  (St.  Mark's  Parish, 
Rev.  Slaughter,  The  Diary  of  John  Fountame  of  Golden 
Horseshoe).  (Campbell's  History  of  Va.  1859,  Ch.  LI.). 

They  had  ca.  50  persons,  gone  ca .  6  wks.,  ca.  219  mi. 
one  way;  an  abundant  supply  of  provisions  and  an  un¬ 
usual  variety  of  liquors.  The  bottle  bur.  contained  a 
note  stating  that  the  land  was  taken  for  King  George 
the  first  of  England.  (Hist  of  Madison  Co. ,  Va,  G, L- 
Yowell).  (30V171).  (4W(2)123),  (John  Lewis,  Irish, 

(w.  Scotch,  and  ch.)  is  given  credit  for  founding 
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Staunton,  Va,,  said  to  be  the  oldest  town  in  the  Shen= 
andoah  Valley,  Va,).  (A  Hornbook  of  Va .  History,  p.  31) 

The  Germans  moved  n.  cat  20  mi.  and  located  in  Staf¬ 
ford  Co.,  1721.  That  section  fell  into  Prince  William 
Co.,  1731,  in  1759  to  Fauquier  Co.  Their  new  home,  Ger¬ 
mantown,  was  on  Licking  Run,  ca.  8  mi.  s.  of  present 
Warrenton  Midland  Station,  on  the  SR  R 

Some  of  the  early  German  names  have  become  part  of 
the  names  connected  with  the  descendants  of  Virginia's 
early  families  as:  John  Cuntz  (Coons);  John  Camper 
(Kemper);  Peter  Heide  (HITT);  John  Fitchbock  (Fish- 
back);  Jacob  Holtzclow  (Holtzclaw);  John  Jost  Merdten 
(Martin);  Henry  Mueller  (Miller);  Henrich  Baechter 
(Baker);  Justus  Held  or  Heydt  (Joist  Hite),1  1731 
Peter  Stephen  was  with  the  Joist  Hite  crowd,  as  Ste¬ 
phen  is  English  he  could  have  been  passing  the  same 
way.  Stephensburg,  then  Stephens  City  was  founded  by 
him.  (The  ancestor  of  the  Missouri  Stephen^  .  Later 
when  Stevensburg  was  the  choice  of  Lord  Fairfax  for 
seat  of  Justice  a  '*  bought""  vote  made  Winchester  the 
pl  ace.  It  is  said  that  Lord  Fairfax  did  not  speak  to 
the  person  again  -  (In  Cassel,  p,  4).'  (A  History  of 
the  Valley  of  Va.

Orange  Co.  ,  was  once  all  portion  of  Va.  w.  of  the 
Blue  Ridge,  afterwards  Augusta,  by  Atkinson.  At  one 
time  Augusta  Co.,  Va,  took  in  W.  Va.,  Tenn. ,  Ky„  ,  0,, 
and  around  Bristol  (now  in  Va ,  &  Tenn).  The  State  W, 

Va .  was  then  west  of  Va,,  it  was  Fincastle.  This 
large  county,  in  1772,  took  in  the  land  to  Mississippi 
river  and  all  which  is  now  Ky.  It  was  changed  Dec. 

1776.  by  making  a  part  as  Ky.  Co.,  Va.,  then  in  1780 
made  into  the  three  counties':  Fayette,  Jefferson, 
Lincoln,  (Mrs.  Ardery,  Ky,  ,  Records  p.  71),  (NT  H 
&  Gene.  Register.  Bound  for  Va . ) ,  (Ky.  History. 

R,H  Collins  Vol ,  2), 

Bourbon  Co,,  was  made;  then  out  of  Bourbon  and  Fay¬ 
ette  for  Clark  Co,,  then  Montgomery  Co.,  1795  out  of 
Clark  Co.  (Hist,  of  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky.). 

In  this  part,  then  Va. ,  is  where  records  were  found 
about  Thomas  Nelson,  Sr.  &  w.  Rachel  Grigsby  in  Bath 
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Co.,  out  of  Montgomery  Co.  And  about  Mrs.  Mary  Young 
Nelson  w.  of  John  Nelson,  Jr.  and  some  of  the  ch;  other 
related  families.  In  this  section,  miles  s of  the 
Ohio  river,  people  were  the  greatest  number  from  Va . , 
others  came  in  from  Md . ,  N  C0 ,  Penn.  They  had  over 
50%  slaves. 

The  Perry  Co. ,  Ky.  section  goes  back  to  1772;  in 
1785  it  became  part  of  Fayette,  Bourbon;  Mason  Co.  in 
1788,  still  in  Va.  Perry  Co.,  part  of  Clark  &  Montgom¬ 
ery.  It  was  named  for  Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  naval  battle 
hero  1812  and  the  town  Hazard;  an  independent  Co.,  1820. 
The  KENTUCKY  County,  in  1780,  was  set  aside  for  REV . 
SOLDIERS  Land  Grants.  The  three  counties  were  made.

Virginia,-  to  get  the  unexplored  section  into  home 
lands  s.  of  the  Ohio  river,  offered  four  hundred  ac. 
to  every  individual  if  a  cabin  would  be  built,  clear 
the  land  and  raise  a  crop  of  corn.  To  the  person  this 
was  called  a  Settlement  Right. (p.  122).  (On  p.  21, 
after  1607  North  Virginia  is  New  England).  Daniel  Boone 
began  to  explore  before  1769,  about  1775  he  directed 
the  route  made  of  five  hundred  mi.  over  which  pack- 
horses  and  wagons  could  travel  to  Booneville,  on  the 
Ky .  river,  near  Lexington,  this  through  a  private,  Col.

of  Manassas,  then  Ox  Hill,  Harper's  Perry  Antietam, 
both  battles  of  Fredericksburg,  at  winchester  and  at 
Gettysburg  where  I  was  wounded  and  captured  on  the  4th 
*  of  July  1863.  I  was  also  wounded  at  Seven  Pines  and 
Fredericksburg.  When  he  was  shot  down  at  Gettysburg 
left  for  dead;  afterwards  taken  by  Northern  forces 
who  sent  him  to  Fort  McHenry,  Fort  Delaware  and  John™ 
son5 s  Island  off  Sandusky,  in  Lake  Erie.  In  Mar, 
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1865  sent  South  to  be  exchanged,  he  reported  to  Gen. 

Lee  at  Richmond,  in  a  short  time  surrender  occured.  He 
had  business  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  found  the  unrest 
there;  he  was  told  to  go  .southward  from  the  north  end 
of  the  Long  Bridge.  He  remained  for  the  night  at  jack- 
son’s  Hotel,  Alexandria,  va.  The  next  morning  the  sol¬ 
diers  were  coming  in  the  hotel  as  Jackson  had  shot  Ells¬ 
worth  for  trying  to  take  down  the  Virginia  flag;  Jack- 
son  was  killed.  Captain  Nelson  got  ,away  by  hiring  an  en¬ 
gineer  to  take  him  in  his  locomotive. 

Capt.  Nelson  belongs  to*  the  old  stock  of  Virginians 
who  had  their  plantations  and  dependents  who  served 
and  brought  forth  a  living  for  themselves  and  their 
owners.  The  war  was  over.  He  returned  to  his  wife  and 
children  and  the  ruins  of  his  plantation.  The  valuable 
slaves  -  once  offered  $7700,  for  many  of  them,  to  his 
mother  and  to  him  =  had  gone  N,  over  the  river  to  free¬ 
dom,  Capt.  Nelson  began  the  plantation  work.  As  his 
uncles  had  removed  to  Mo,  in  earlier  years,  and  his 
bro-in-law,  Chari es4Nelson  to  port  Scott,  Kns.  and  all 
became  successful;  he,  w .  and  3  ch,  in  1871,  went  to 
port  Scott,  Kns,  ...  mercantile  business.  In  his  de¬ 
clining  years  he  had  every  comfort  of  life.  All  through 
life  he  had  that  greatest  quality  of  mankind,  consid¬

The  Culpeper  Minute  Men.  Patrick  Henry  was  at  the 
Virginia  Convention  and  his  famous-  speech  ended: 
u Give  me  Liberty  or  give  me  death”,  3-20-1775.  As  the 
Va.  Gov.  Lord  Dunmore,  removed  the  powder  from  the  old 
magazine  in  Williamsburg,  Patrick  Henry  as  Commander  of 
the  State  Militia,  asked  for  volunteers.  There  were 
150  men  from  Culpeper,  100  from  Orange,  100  from  Fau¬ 
quier.  (Col.  Lawrence  Taliaferro,  Orange;  Lt .  Col. 
Edward  Stevens,  Culpeper;  Major  Thomas  Marshall  (father 
of  Chief  Justice  M> ) ,  Fauquier.  The  flag  had  the  Snake, 
Liberty  or  Death”  ”  Don' t  tread  on  me  ””  Culpeper  Minute 
Men”. 

The  first  camp  was  ca.  r  %mi,  w.  of  Fairfax  (later  be¬ 
came  Culpeper).  Their  uniforms  were:  a  green  shirt  had 
Liberty  or  Death”  across  the  front,  buck-tails  on  the 
hats,,  light  ax  and  knives  in  belts.  The  people  they 
passed  on  their  way  to  Williamsburg  were  shocked  with 
fear  when  they  saw  the  savage  looking  group.  Some  of 
the  men  went  on  to  Great  Bridge,  Lt.  John  Marshall  was 
one,  This  was  the  place  where  the  first  battle  of  the 
Rev.  in  Va.  and  were  victorious;,  12-9-1775.

Carters  Run  Church  is  about  one  mile  from  the  fork 
where  you  turn  to  the  right  on  the  Waterloo  Road  going 
to  the  Tom  Courtney  Place.

Robertson,  and  his  body  laid  to  rest  in  the 
family  graveyard  on  the  home  place,  “Fairview”,  He  was 
known  as  a  model  farmer  and  his  farm  was  one  of  the 
neatest  and  best-kept  in  all  the  county.  He  was  also 
gifted  as  a  woodworkman,  blacksmith,  millwright,  miller. 
After  settling  the  first  farm  which  he  and  his  wife 
lived  on  after  coming  to  Mo.,  he  purchased  another  and 
better  farm  about  one  mile  further  south, :

17th,  Arose  early.  Passed  Maysville  Ky,  in  the  night, 

I  viewed  the  Virginia  shore  for  the  first  time  -  the 
houses  generally  are  old  fashioned  -  though  some  good 
brick  ones,  and  really  fine  farms  are  to  be  seen.  No 
one  can  know  with  what  emotions  i  looked  upon  the  native 
land  of  my  husband. 

18th®  Had  a  fine  promanade  on  the  hurricane  deck  until 
the  sun  went  down  =  the  moon  rose  and  the  scene  was  love¬ 
ly  -  the  waves  and  spray  sparkling  as  many  diamonds. 

19th«  Awakened  at  four  in  the  morning  as  the  boat  landed 
at  Wheeling  (w .  Va,);  walked  to  the  United  States  Hotel. 

20th,  Every  one  that  speaks  of  little  Margaret  says 
what  a  fine  looking  boy.  Eight  of  us  chartered  the  stage- 
gave  125  dollars  to  take  us  to  Frederick  in  Maryland;  to 
run  ail  day  and  lay  by  night.  Our  coach  is  a  beautiful 
one  Cumberland  -road  is  graded,  paved  with  beaten  up 
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rock  from  Wheeling  to  Cumberland,  Md,:  took  the  turnpike 
road  on  Frederick,  Md,  We  drove  68  mi,  the  first  day  and 
stopped  at  Uniontown, 

21st,  We  started  before  it  was  quite  light-passed  over 
rough  broken  land-very  mountainoUs-but  the  scenery  around 
was  truly  picturesque-mountain  after  mountain  rising  in 
view-the  scenery  of  which  so  often  read  accounts, ; I  now 
reality  beheld.  We  arrived  at  the  little  crossing  about 
one  o’clock  when  in  the  act  of  turning  around  the  stage 
to  stop  at  the  hotel,  we  were  upset.  The  stage  was  broken 
almost  to  pieces  and  sister  Margaret  was  the  worst  hurt. 
She  was  covered  with  blood.  My  shoulder  was  hurt  and  my 
arm  disabled-and  Mr,  Russell  got  a  stiff  neck.  The  hotel 
physician  . ..  Margaret  not  dangerous  We  were  compelled 
to  leave  the  next  morning-with  great  reluctance-but ,  of 
course,  her  husband  was  with  her.  We  arrived  at  Hagerstown 
the  county  seat  at  one  in  the  night-the  first  night  s 
travel,  put  up  at  hotel.  It  seemed  we  hardly  gotten  to 
sleep  before  we  had  to  start  again.  This  is  one  of  the 
finest  improved  countries  I  have  seen-the  buildings  are 
of  the  best  kind-land  here  is  worth  from  70  to  120  dol¬ 
lars  an  acre-Frederick  is  a  beautiful  city:  arrived  at  9 
o’clock  and  got  breakfast. -At  a  quarter  after  10  o  clock 
we  took  the  cars  for  Baltimore,  Soon  left  fine  lands-in 
about  4  mi,  the  country  becomes  poor.  The  handsomest  build 
ing  stone  I  ever  saw^many  of  the  stones  are  quarried  and 
taken  to  Baltimore,  Running  15  miles  an  hour.  Very  poor 
country. ■ We  arrived  at  the  suburbs  of  the  city  of  Balti¬ 
more  about  3  P.M.  The  steam  engine  w'as  then  taken  from 
our  cars  and  the  cars  drawn  into  the  city  by  4  very  large 
white  horses-  After  arriving  at  the  depot  we  were  assailed 

on  every  side  by  the  incessant  cries  of  different  hotel 
porters.  We  took  a  hack  to  Eauteau  House,  cor,  Eauteau 
and  Baltimore  Streets,  This  is  a  most  magnificient  hotel., 

5  stories  high*  containing  ,  .  splendidly  furnished.  The 

table  fairly  groaned  under  the  weight  of  the  delicious 


food, 

23rd,  They  left  at  a  quarter  after  9  o’clock  and  took 
the  cars  for  Philadelphia:  arriving  at  the  suburbs-the 
engine  taken  away  and  4  very  large  horses  substituted  in 
its  place.  They  went  to  see  a  three  mast  vessel  at  the 
warf  on  the  25th,  They  were  at  a  large  brick  boarding 
house  where  it  was  very  good  regarding  Margaret  Eliza, 
After  dining  they  got  an  omnibus  and  the  niece  went  with 
them  to  explain  the  city,  ...  She  was  told  that  Margaret 
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was  not  very  good  during  their  absence-wouid  not  stay  with 
any  one  but  their  scrub  woman,  so  she  had  to  quit  her  work 
and  nurse  her.  She  looked  similar  to  big  Lucy  and  I  know 
Margaret  thought  it  was  she,” 

26th,  Pratt  s  Garden  the  workman  there  Mr,  Nelson  asked 
for  a  white  lilac  bloom  he  said  that  the  gardenerwas  not 
there  and  he  could  not  say.  Mr,  Nelson  bravely  pulled  one 
telling  him  it  was  for  a  lady  and  he  did  not  expect  the 
gardener  was  as  large  a  man  as  he.  The  man  laughed  and 
said  No  he  was  no  sort  of  match  for  him-that  the  lady  her¬ 
self  would  be  almost  a  match.5!  The  tail  lemon  tree  had 
the  largest  lemon  on  it  that  she  had  ever  seen-but  could 
not  buy  it. 

27th,  They  walked  to  a  bonnet  store;  Margaret  put  hers 
on  and  walked  across  the  shop  very  large  took  them  to  mil¬ 
liner  to  trim,  played  on  piano  while  waiting.  They  walked 
to  the  furniture  store  where  Mr,  Nelson  had  bought  a  piano. 
She  was  there  to  select  music.  They  went  to  the  cars  and 
took  berths  for  Baltimore.  !I  found  we  had  run  all  night 
and  not  a  great  way  from  Baltimore,  Mr,  Nelson  ...not 
sleep,  noise  and  bustle,  yet  I  heard  none  of  it  .  They 
drove  to  Mrs,  Pendleton  s  boarding  house  an  old  school  mate 
of  Mr.  Nelson  s  mother (Cynthia  Withers)-had  breakfast.  The 
Eauteau  House  across  the  street.  ...delicious  Southern 
food  served  to  them.  When  she  spoke  about  the  oyster  pie 
she  said  that  was  a  favorite  dish  of  Mr,  Nelson. 

31st,  She  was  amused  at  an  old  man  who  filled  two. large 
watering  pots  at  the  street  pump,,  looks  up  and  down  the 
street  to  see  if  any  horses  or  carriages  are  coming  then 
sprinkles  the  street  in  front  of  many  houses  supposed 
hired.

The  delegates  from  the  different  States  and 
spectators  are  already  flocking  in,  so  I  have  to  peep  and 
dress  by  turns.  Every  now  and  then  a  log  cabin  passes,  the 
first  one  drawn  by  8  gray  horses.  Margaret  with  Mrs.  Long’ s 
nurse,  Church  ail  crowded- found  a  seat,  .English 

preacher,  ...grew  faint  and  sick;  looked  in  for  Mr,  Nelson, 
returned  to  my  room  ...rested.  Margaret  Eliza  was  so  very 
good  they  all  thought  she  must  be  sick.  Afternoon' wrote 
two  ]etters-one  to  Mrs.  Nelson (Cynthia)  and  one  to  my 
parents. 
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May  4th.  Streets  busy.  Mr.  Arthur  Johnson  called, 
brought  his  daughters  Mary  and  Dolly,  asked  about 
Boonville  friends.  They  remained;  witnessed  the  parade. 
This  grand  procession  consisted  of  Whig  delegates  , 
Flags  were  carried,  the  high  wind  caused  trouble.  The 
eight  matched  horses  came  along  with  the  log  cabins 
on  four  small  wheels;  cabins  decorated  with  cedar 
bushes,  opossum  or  raccoon  in  them.  Skins  on  outside; 
behind  the  chimney  was  a  barrel  of  hard  cider.  Later 
joined  by  Democrats  bearing  two  figures;  one  of  the 
attending  marshalls  took  it  away-a  Democrat  ruffin 
had  a  leaden  ball  and  struck  him  with  so  much  force 
caused  immediate  death.  The  Whigs  tore  the  figure  to 
atoms  and  continued  three  miles  out  of  the  city  to 
Canton-race  field.  There  were  a  great  many  speeches 
delivered  by  some  of  the  most  eloquent  men  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  Mr,  Clay,  Mr.  Preston  Mr,  Webster  and  many  others 
spoke.  Supposed  25000  in  the  parade.  Walked  over  to  Ar¬ 
thur  Johnsons,  They  saw  a  church  and  from  there  went  to 
Washington  Monument  and  procuring  a  lamp-ascended  the 
narrow,  winding  stairs  until  we  reached  the  top-from 
which  we  had  a  grand  view  of  the  city  and  surrounding 
country,  Descended-quite  fatigued  before  we  reached  the 
bottom.  Drank  some  cold  water  soda  with  a  lemon  syrup 
in  it  which  greatly  refreshed  us.  After  writing  our  names 
and  examining  sculpture  of  Washington  in  his  youthful 
days,  we  returned  and  rested  on  a  settee.  We  visited  a 
ship,  always  a  curiosity  to  me,  -  She  was  not  well  that 
night  and  lost  the  dose  of  oil.  'Mr,  Nelson  got  another 
and  perfumed  it  with  lavender  drops  which  made  it  more 
palatable,  I  feel  better  though  debilitated,  in  the 
morning.  ...bed  all  day-well  the  next  day.  it  was  too 
late  for  them  to  dine  with  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Gant, 

May  5th,  Tuesday  morning-started  early  at  9  in  the 
forenoon- taking  the  cars  and  arrived  in  Washington  at 
twelve-being  40  miles,  stopped  at  Oglesvy’ s  Hotel,  The 
entertainment  was  truly  sumptuous  the  table  for  the 
ladies  (Stopped  here,  except  footnote  and  Newspaper 

Article).  Footnote  From  Standard  Encyclopedia.  Stating 
that  the  Whig  convention  of  1840  introducing  enormous 
mass  meetings  and  processions,  and  the  emblem  and  ban¬ 
ners  that  have  since  been  used  in  the  presidential  canr~ 
paigns.

I  knew  cousin  Agnes  300th  very  well  indeed  for  I  deliv¬ 
ered,,  when  young  butter  and  eggs  to  her  every  week  for 
several  years  in  warrenton.  You  may.  remember  her  husband 
who  was  a  harness  maker  and  kept  a  harness  shop,  cousin 
Agnes  must  have  been  20  years  older  than  my  mother.  She 
was  a  tall  woman  and  what  the  Scotch  would  call  dour  , 
She  and  mother  (Matilda  Trueheart  (Nelson)  Templeman 
were  second  Cousins.

In  1 899  Webber  and 
Utterback  were  there;  not  any  Fishback  or  Holtzclaws, 
(See  Kemper  Family  by  W,M  Kemper  and  Henry  L.Wright). 
(See  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Culpeper,  Va ,  by  Dr.  Philip 
Slaughter,  D„D,  Second  Part  by  Raleigh  T. Green,  Cul¬ 
peper,  Va.

The  German  name  of  Tilman  Weaver  was  Oilman  Weber

When  Mother  and  I  went  to  warrenton,  Va,  1907,  we  stayed  with 
a  Mrs,  captain”  carter  ...  next  door  was  Mrs,  J. B. Britton. . .  a 
descendant  of  Captain  Ed-monds( afterwards  a  col,  in  the  Rev.),  As 
you  know  Fauquier  Co.,  was  formed  in  1759  from  prince  William  Co. 
and  largely  settled  by  people  of  English  origin  who  moved  here  from 
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the  Tidewater  bringing  their  slaves.  In  1761  C°l’  william  Ed¬ 
monds  formed  a  Co,  to  fight  against  the  French  and  Indians,  From 
the  original  Roll  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Britton  there  appears 
the  names  of  Thomas  Porter  as  Sergeant  Humphrey  Arnold  as  cor 
poral  and  william  Wilson,  The  last  two  are  my  ancestors.  They 
were  men  about  50  yrs.  and  I  presume  Thomas  Porter  was  about, 
same,  I  am  wondering  if  he  couid  have  been  the  father  of  Samuel 
and  Thomas,  Jr. ?  (copied  from  an  old  History  Almanac  belonging 
to  Mrs,  Britton), 

This  same  Mrs.  Britton  had  an  old  family  servant  Emily  Wilson 
from  her  Mother  heard  of  the  Old  Porter  Place  home  of  John 
(Jack)  Porter  who  m.  a__withers  and  who  died  at  the  Quines,  This 
place  on  the  Fredericksburg  Pike  near  Metz  then  owned  by  Mrs, 
Sarah  e*  Davis,  Emily  Wilson1  also  told  us  about  Mrs,  Virginia 
Nelson  Fickl in  at  that  time  living  at  the  old  Nelson  homestead 
5  ml,  from  warrenton.  Her  father  was  George  Nelson  and  her  mother 
Elizabeth  Porter  dau.  of  Martin  Porter  and  Agnes  Withers  Porter, 
We  went  to  see  Mrs,  Fickl in  and  she  is  the  one  who  pointed  out 
the  Old  Porter  Place  and  told  the  story  of  Mammy" s  curse  1  I 
am  wondering  if  this  Mrs,  Fickl In  and  the  Old  Nelson  homestead 
are  -•  of  your  line?  wouldn't  it  be  funny  if  it  is?  It  is  a 
small  world  after  all!  We  heard  one  especially  fascinating  story 
of  a  Porter  breaking  up,  his  land  and  slaves  sold.  As  one  Mammy 
was  being  taken  away,  she  cursed  the  land  and  all  who  would  ever 
own  it  until  it  comes  again  into  the  Porter  family1.  As  the  story 
goes  everyone  who  owned  it  had  all  kinds  of  troubles,  tragedies 
and  losses  and  the  land  failing  to  produce.  Finally,  about  1903 
or  04  a  widow  from  Washington  D.C,  bought  it  for  a  summer  home 
after  a  year  or  two  the  lands  began  to  raise' crops  as  in  the  old 
days  and  every  thing  else  to  go  well.  A  lady  who  lived  across  the 
road  told  us  this  story;  One  evening  she  was  on  the  front  porch 
with  the  new  owner  and  told  her  the  story,  and  how  every  one  was 
so  surprised  that  she  had  broken  the  Curse  ,  After  she  had  fin¬ 
ished  there  was  a  long  pause.  Then  the  widow  said,  Yes,  but  I 
was  a  porter  from  Massachusetts  On  our  return  to  Washington  we 
went  to  see  Mrs,  Sarah  E,  Davis  at  1922  Third  St,  ,  N.W.,  and  she 
verified  the  story. 

As  I  have  told  you  we  visited  a  number  of  the  Porter  homes  a- 
round  Warrenton.  One  of  them  was  the  Lewis  Porter.  There  we  saw 
Uncle  Charles  \  his  servant  who  gave  us  much  information  about 
Martin  Porter  and  his  wife  Agnes  withers.  According  to  an  old 
Bible  he  was  b,  March  21  1762;  d,  April  3  1835.  See  settlement 

of  his  Estate,  Book  22.  P>  210.  He  owned  13  slaves  and  family 
home  6  mi  from  warrenton.  Agnes  withers  Porter  will  dated  12-19-

In  world  war  I  the  place  was  marked  for  gun-butt s-when  the 
time  came  to  cut  them  down,  it  was  discovered  that  the  trees  were 
too  old  to  use! 

In  1839  he  was  the  first  to  have  the  thoroughbred  shorthorns 
across  the  Mississippi  river.  The  farm  was  noted  to  be  the  oldest 
stock  farm  in  the  world  for  cattle  breeding.  This  was  continued 
by  capt.  Charles  E.  Leonard,  his  son, 

A  descendant  of  one  of  his  Shorthorns  sells  for  the  highest 
price  ever  paid  anywhere  for  a  shorthorn,  Americus,  a  bull  auc¬ 
tioned  in  the  National  Show  of  the  Argentine  Republic  at  Palermo, 
in  1913,  brought  80  000  pecos,  equivalent  to  $38,983. 

In  July  1918,  Lavender  s  Lord,  donated  for  an  American  Red 
Cross  sale  was  purchased  by  President  Woodrow  Wilson  and  resold 
to  four  Alabama  breeders  for  $10,000,  It  was  the  prize  bull  of 
the  sale.  After  the  purchase  it  stood  for  24  hours  in  the  lobby 
of  the  Tutwiler  Hotel  in  Burmingham,  Ala. M  (History  of  cooper  Co, 
Missouri  by  Elston  Joseph  Melton,  p,  313.

The  Ravenswood "  mansion  of  30  rooms  is  Old  Southern 
architecture  with  four  tall  white  pillars.  It  was  built 
about  1500  feet,  from  the  highway,  at  the  top  of  a 
slope.  This  historic  home  was  built  by  Capt.  Charles  E. 
Leonard  and  wife  Nadine  Nelson,  eight  years  after  mar¬ 
riage.  The  knockers  are  brass  hands  purchased  in  Havana, 
of  ancient  origin.  The  love-seat  was  gotten  in  Washing- 
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ton,  DC  “White  House  remodeling  sale*  ca.  1880s*  This 
mansion  has  a  rich  collection  of  portraits  of  four  gen- 
erations  f  work  by  George  Caleb  Bingham,  paintings,  tap- 
estries,  china,  vases,  porcelain  figurines,  carved 
chairs  and  tables,  oriential  screens,  other  rare  fur¬ 
nishings,  and  a  Knight's  suit  of  armor  bought  in  Italy* 
The  old  tall  clock  was  made  in  Paris,  Kentucky,  1790* 

The  office  room  of  Capt.  Leonard  has  all  of  the  silver 
trophies  and  ribbons  won  at  the  International  and  at 
American  Royal  on  his  Shorthorn  cattle*  Nathaniel  Nel¬ 
son  Leonard,  Sr.  had  a  1 S 8  page  book  made  on  Shorthorn 
history- Historic  Ravenswood.  Nathaniel  Nelson  Leonard, 
Jr.  has  his  father's  rare  collection  of  pipes  in  Calif. 

This  beautiful  old  home  was  opened  to  the  public  in 
Oct,  1957  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bellair  Methodist

He,  ca.  9  mbs, ,  and  his  older  Brother  George  Eggborn 
Nelson,  lived  with  their  maternal  Aunt  Mrs-  Martha  Ann(Eggborn) 
Perry,  Meadow  Hills”,  until  they  were  of  age  for  the  private 
school,  Upperville  va.  Their  Uncle  Lewis  P,  Nelson,  Culpeper 
Va, ,  was  their  guardian,  James  J.  Nelson  grad,  from  the  U»  of 
Virginia,  Charlottesville,  June  29,  1871s  in  law.  Of  the  West 
Range  rooms,,  No,  13  was  used  by  Edgar  Allen  poe-also  used  by  James 
J,  Nelson,  He  left  at  once  for  Missouri  and  was  in  Boonville  where 
his  Uncle  James  M,  Nelson  and  other  relation  were  who  had  come 
from  Virginia  years  earlier;  then  he  went  to  Ft,  Scott, ,  Kansas 
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where  other  Va,  Nelsons  had  settled, 

James  J,  Nelson  had  a  farm  near  Ft,  Scott,  Moundville,  iyjo,  where 
he  and  his  bride  after  marriage  May  30  1874,  lived.  Later  they 

located  in  the  Lead  Mining  District  which  was  producing  much  ore 
in  joplin,  Jasper  co,s  Missouri, 

He  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Galena  Kansas,  across  the 
State  line  another  Mining  Camp  where  he  became  a  promotor,  besides 
mining  of  general  interest  and  laid  out  the  NELSON  Addition,  ca. 
1880, 

In  Carterville,  Jasper  Co,  Mo.  a  Mining  Center  he  was  with  Mr, 
Ed.  A,  Bourne  of  Va.  in  Drug  business,  James  J,  Nelson  got  his 
attorney  license  and  was  city  Attorney  of  carterville  mo. 

He  became  Postoffice  Inspector  out  of  St,  Louis  Mo, ,  and  was 
four  years  under  President  Grover  Cleveland  (D)5  (1885-1889);  and 

two  years  under  Pres,  Benjamin  Harrison  (R)  (1889-91);  he  resigned. 

He  took  the  preliminary  steps  and  through  him  the  Mule  cariine 
was  built  from  Webb  City  to  carterville  after  1885;  from  that  was 
the  Electric  line  between  Webb  City  and  Joplin,  mo,  (Later  the 
Electric  line  went  to  Carthage  Mo, ),  (See  The  State  of  Missouri 
by  waiter  Williams,  1904,  Pictures  of;  p.  192  Interurban  car:  p, 

562  the  college) . 

James  J,  Nelson  removed  across  to  Webb  city-the  two  towns  joineds 
the  Lead  Mines  were  between  carterville  and  Webb  City, 

The  three  additions  to  Webb  City,  mo. ,  through  James  J,  Nelson, 
enlarged  the  city  as  some  farm  land  was  purchased.  Excerpt  from 
the  Inventory  of  Jasper  Co,  Mo,  Archives0  Jacob  J,  Nelson  a  Webb 
City  attorney,  donated  a  site  for  the  building  of  a  Non-Sectarian 
College  in  that  City,  1893°  named  Webb  City  Baptist  College,  1896, 
The  Baptists  were  from  La  Grange:  mo.  Dr,  Cook,  They  lost  the 
building  and  it  was  the  Great  Western  Normal  and  Business  college 
1904,  (The  Baptist  added  $20  000), 

(The  Nelson1 s  First  Addition  sales  were  used  to  finance  the  Nel¬ 
son  Collegiate  institute  Non-Sectarian  to  sum  of  $10  000,  One-half 
of  the  sale  price  of  each  lot  was  put  in  the  College  fund,  the 
City  added  $10  000  making  $20  000.  The  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
of  College  was  in  1894,  at  that  occasion  the  socities  of  the  county 
were  assisting  the  Masons;  the  parade  was  almost  a  mile  in  length. 
The  Corner  stone  contains  the  name  as  founded:  Nelson  collegiate 
Institute  Non-Sectarian). 

After  1896  the  panic''  was  the  cause  of  progress  of  civic  busi¬ 
ness  to  cease  and  business  failed. 

Then  the  Spanish- American  War  came,  James  Jacob  Nelson  responded 
to  the  call  and  served  as  captain  of  a  company  to  Jefferson  Bar¬ 
racks  St,  Louis,  Mo,;  July  5;  1898,  which  merged  with  another; 
he  was  asked  by  a  relative  Gov,  Lon  V-  Stephens  of  Missouri,  to  be 
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1st  Lt .  of  Co,  B.  6th  Mo, ,  volunteer  Infantry,  They  were  in  Jack- 
sonvil les  Florida;  then  in  Havana  Cuba  with  Col,  william  Jennings 
Bryan  of  Nebr,  and  Gen,  Fitzhugh  Lee  in  Army  Occupation,  He,  also, 
served  as  Commissary  officer.  Then  he  returned  to  Webb  City,  Mo, 
where  he  opened  a  law  office, 

James  j.  Nelsons  health  failed  and  he  was  in  Leavenworth  Sol¬ 
dier's  Hospital;  then  transferred  to  Hampton,  Va,  where  he  died 
June  22.  1921  and  was  buried  in  old  National  Cem,  Old  Point  Com¬ 
fort,  Hampton,  Va,  Grave  8630D-

Mo;:-  “...To  the  last  he  retained  that  rich  old  Virginia  brouge 
which  was  a  delight  and  joy  of  his  friends  and  close  associates.

<<?Some  information  concerning  the  TREK  Westward  from  Tennessee 
to  Texas  by  the  family  of  Hugh  Nelson  and  Mary  Louise  Nelson,  and 
extending  through  the  years  1840  to  1856.  This  information  is 
hereby  recorded  by  Hugh  Aurelius  Nelson,  eldest  living  Grandson 
(Nelson)  of  Hugh  and  Nancy  Louise  Nelson,  my  Mothet  ,  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Wimberly )Nel son,  tells  of  trials  and  tribulations  that  our 
Ancestors  experienced  during  the  trip, 

But  many  items  of  experiences  here  recorded  were  by  "Word  of 
the  mouth  from  Aunt  Emiline  Osborne  Grandmother  Nelson  s  Sister, 
who  made  the  trip  as  a  member  of  the  Caravan  from  Tenn,  to  Texas, 
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Aunt  Line  as  we  called  her,  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  for  those 
days  and  spent  many  a  day  visiting  with  our  family  and  passed 
away  about  1890.  Grandmother  Nelson  passed  away  on  Oct.  9th  1877 
and  Grandfather  Hugh  Nelson  passed  away  on  June  9th  1884. 

Composition  Personnel  of  the  Caravan  and  their 
training  Activities  of  Frontier  Life, 

Most  members  of  the  Caravan  were  Relatives  (Kinfolks)  of  the 
Nelson  Family  and  in  some  details  as  follingJ  Grandmother  Reese 
Grandmother  Nelson  s  Mother  and  an  experienced  Midwife  Hugh 
Nelson  and  wife,  Nancy  Louise  Nelson  Aunt  Emiline  Osborne  and 
husband  Noble  Osborne  a  Carpenter  Cabinet  Maker  and  Wheelwright 
(Wagonmaker)  -  Uncle  Bill  Osborne  Blacksmith  and  Stonemason  and 
his  wife  Aunt  Betsy  Osborne,  Uncle  James  Short  and  Uncle  Thomas 
Short  Grandmother  Nelson  s  brothers  and  their  families:  and  in 
addition  to  these,  three  or  four  neighbor  families  who  desired 
to  go  West  with  the  group.  Ail  this  group  wfere  Rual  people 
mainly  farmers  and  experienced  in  Ox-Drawn  Covered-Wagon  Trans¬ 
portation  and  Camping-Out  Procedure  and  eager  to  explore  the 
new  territory  and  find  a  new  home  that  might  be  more  desirable 
and  satisfactory  than  their  Tennessee  environment- 

All  the  men  of  this  Caravan  were  experienced  in  use  of  the  ax 
(axe)  broad  ax  adz  Crosscut  saw,  Maui  and  wedges  and  other 
wood  working  tools,  A  group  of  these  men  could  go  into  the  pri¬ 
meval  Forest  with  these  tools  in  very  few  days  fashion  the  timbers 
and  construct  a  livable  log  cabin  with  dirt  or  puncheon  floor 
stick- and- dirt -chimney  stone  fireplace  and  roof  covered  with 
oak  boards  split  from  the  forest  and  held  in  place  by  small 
straight  logs  the  full  length  of  the  roof-with  not  a  metal  nail 
m  the  cabin  roof  or  doors.  These  men  were  what  we  like  to  refer 
to  sometimes  as  Rail -Spi itters. 

All  the  women  of  this  caravan  were  experienced  in  the  use  of 
the  spinning  wheel  handloom  knitting  needle  and  sewirig  needle 
(no  sewing  machine  in  those  days)  and  they  could  fashion  any 
garment  of  wearing  apparel  to  look  as  well  as  some  we  see' today. 
They  could  kindle  a  camp  fire  and  prepare  a  delightful  meal  with 
the  alacrity  of  some  of  present  Chuck-Wagons, 

This  Caravan  got  ail  their  earthly  belongings  together,  loaded 
them  into  their  ox-drawn  covered  wagons,  said  good-by  to  their 
friends,  and  left  their  old  home  community  in  Lawrence  Co,  Law- 
renceburg,  Tenn«  in  the  Spring  of  1840.  They  took  along  a  few 
milk  cows,  and  each  family  had  one  and  some  had  two  saddle  horses, 
but  most  of  the  adults  walked  to  lighten  the  loads  in  the  Tar- 
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Pole -Covered- Wagons .  The  travel  was  slow  on  the  dirt  roads  and 
they  made  only  a  few  miles  per  day,  in  a  West-north-wester ly 
direction,  and  after  a  few  weeks  entered  the  South-West  corner 
of  Missouri,  in  New  Madrid  Co,  after  spending ^days  being  ferried 
across  the  Mississippi  River,  They  built  log  cabins  and  spent 
the  winter  in  this  region  as  the  first  frosts  were  on  the  pump¬ 
kins  and  they  never  traveled  in  the  winter  time.  They  spent  the 
next  eight  years  in  crossing  Missouri  from  the  East  to  West,  They 
had  to  finance  their  trip  as  they  traveled  and  this  meant  a  stay 
of  one, two,  or  even  three  years  in  some  places  to  earn  money 
repair  wagons  acquire  and  breaking  new  ox  teams  and  outfit  for 
another  summer's  travel,  southern  Missouri  then  was  a  frontier 
region,  thinly  settled,  with  few  towns  of  any  size  and  farming 
communities  many  miles  apart,  A  few  counties  and  towns  that  Aunt 
Line  mentioned  were:  Popular  Bluff  Butler  Co,  Van  Buren  Carter 
Co, ,  Houston  Texas  Co,  and  Springfield  Green  Co,  and  Ozark 
Co,  on  the  State  line  adjoining  the  State  of  Arkansas,  *severai 

Our  Father  John  Edward  Nelson,  was  b,  Nov  IQ  1848  in  South¬ 
ern  Mo,  but  we  do  not  know  the  City  or  Co,  of  birth.  Uncle  James 
Short  and  family  left  the  Caravan  as  they  neared  the  Western  Mo, 
line,  joined  a  group  of  Forty-niners  and  went  to  California  but 
did  not  dig  GOLD  but  raised  wheat  and  cattle  to  feed  the  GOLD 
prospectors.  This  turned  out  to  be  more  profitable  than  GOLD  dig¬ 
ging,  as  flour  and  beef  were  scarce  and  high  priced-flour  some¬ 
times  ONE  DOLLAR  per  pound  and  beef  TWO  DOLLARS  per  pound. 

Uncle  Jim  Short  visited  our  family  in  the  early  1880' s  and  told 
us  how  he  would  thresh  his  wheat  and  sack  it  about  June  and  leave 
it  in  the  field  until  Oct,  and  not  get  enough  rain  on  the  sacks 
to  wet  the  wheat;  and  how  he  would  start  his  herd  of  cattle  slow¬ 
ly  up  the  Cascade  Mts,  about  May  and  slowly  follow  the  rains  and 
grass  to  the  higher  hills  until  the  FIRST  FROST  and  then  slowly 
follow  the  FROST  LINE  back  down  to  the  valley  and  by  this  STRAT¬ 
EGY  have  plenty  of  rain  and  green  grass  for  his  cattle  all  sum¬ 
mer,  Then  as  now  in  the  valley,  it  rains  all  winter  and  is  dry 
ail  summer,  and  in  the  mountains  it  rains  all  summer  and  snows 
all  winter. 

In  the  spring  of  1849,  the  Caravan  crossed  the  State  line  into 
Arkansas  and  traveled  south  through  the  Ozarks  and  leisurely 
through  all  of  Western  Arkansas  and  wintered  in  Southern  Ark 
and  in  the  late  summer  of  1850,  moved  on  into  Tyler,.  Smith  Co, 
Texas. 

Texas  was  very  parsely  settled  at  that  time  and  Indian  raids 
were  common  as  far  East  as  Fort  Worth  and  Dallas  and  all  horses 
stolen  and  families  killed  and  scalped,  and  the  Caravan  remained 
in  Smith  Co,  until  the  late  summer  of  1856  when  it  moved  East 
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to  Parker  Co,,  Texas, 

For  twenty-one  years  until  1877  the  Indians  made  raids  into 
Parker  Co,  murdering  and  stealing  and  keeping  the  Frontier  Set 
tiers  in  fear  turmoil.
